wYou have scen the Flame then, afore, 
stranger? Six year ago, when new upon the 
river, sho was a real out aud outer, | tell ye, 
U was at thattimen hand aboard of her,— 
Yes, I belonged to her at the time of hor grent 
race With the ‘Go-linr” You've heern,ma 
hap, of tho blow-up by which we lost’ it?— 
‘They mado a great fuss about. it, but it was 
nothing buta mere fiz of hot water after all 
Only the springing ofa few rivets, which loos- 
ened a biler plate or two, and let out a thin 
spitting upon some niggers that had’nt sense 
enough to get out of the way. Well, the 
‘Go-liar’ took off our passengers, and we ran 
into Smasher’s Landing to repair damages, 
and bury the fools that wore killed. Here 
Wo laid fora matter of thirty hours or so, and 
got things to rights on board for a brand new 
start. There was somo carpenter's work 
yet to be done, but the captain said that that 
night be fixed off jist as well when we were 
uoderway—we had worked hard—the weathi- 
er was sour, and we ncedn’t do anything 
more jistnow—wo might take that afternoon 
to ourselves, but the next morning he'd got 
up steam bright and airly, and we'd all come 
oul new. ‘There was no temperance society 
at Smasher’s Landing, and I went ashore u

“At first, in my dreaming reflections, it 
was a comfortable though toat no one could 
now shut up the manhole without awakening 
me.

Men that it made sort Of furious to be tied 
down to anything, yetso soft-like and contra- 
dictory in their natures that you might lead 
them anywhere so long ns they didn’t feel 
the string. Stranger! ittakes all sorts of peo: 
ple to make a world! nnd we may have a 
good many of the worse kind of white men 
hero out west. But I have seen folks upon 
this river—quiet looking chaps, too, ns ever 
you sce, who were so teeto'nlly carankte- 
rankterous that they'd shoot the doctor 
who'd tell that they couldn't live when ail- 
ing, and make a die of it just out of spite, 
when told they must get well. Yes, fellows 
ag fond of the good things of earth as you or 
f, yet who'd rush like mad right over the 
ang-plank of live, if once brought to believe 
that they had tostay in this world whether 
they wantéd to leave it or not, ‘Thunder 
and bees! ifsuch a follow as that had heard 
the cocks crow, as [ did—awakened to find 
Garkncss about him—darkness so thick you 
might cut it with a knife—heard other sounds, 
too, to tell that it was morning, and scramb- 
ling to fumble for that manhole, foind it; too, 
black—elosed—black and even as the rest of 
the iron coffin around him, closed with not a 
rivet hole to let God's light and air in—why 
—why—he'd ’a sounded right down on the 
spot, as [ did, and I ain't ashamed to own it 
to no white man. 
“My whole condition—no-not allo 
not yet—my present condition flashed with 
new horror upon me. But I did not again 
swoon. ‘The choking sensation which mude- 
me fain, when I first discovered how I was 
ontombed, gave way ton livelier, thongh less 
overpowering emotion. I sbrinked even a 
staried,from my slumber. ‘The previous dis- 
covery of the closed aperture, with the instant 
oblivion that followed, seemed only a part of 
my dream, and { threw my arms about and 
looked very engerly for the opening by which 
Lhnd entered the horrid place—yes, looked 
for it, and felt for it, though it was the terri- 
blo conviction that it was closed—a second 
time brought home te me—which prompted 
my frenzidery.

They 
say, too, that Iwas conscious when they took 
mo out—but I—I remember nothing more till

To the Democratic party through

"Tho singular course which some of the pa- 
pers, heretofure classed as democratic, have 
been pursuing in this State as excited much 
surprise. If all the seeret influences whieh 
operate Upon these presses were made known, 
their conduct would excite less attention. 

Tt is well known that in the composition of 
the canal board, the treasurer bi 
ing voico in Its action, except when the prest- 
dent and acting commissioner disagree, then 
the troasurer comes in as umpire, During a 
Jong period Gen. Thornton, whig, was presi- 
dent of the Board and Gen. Fry (before then 
always democratic) acting commissioner, dur- 
ing this period Gen. Thornton bore unlimited 
sway, and consequently whigs and whig rule 
wore nlways dominant in and about the ean 
office, From ils earliest commencement it 
has been considered species of treason to 
thenorth to even allude to any abuses about 
the catial or its officers. Taking advantage of 
Ahis state of affairs, the canal officers have 
been steadily arranging matters, So 98 to 
make the canal influence the controlling i 
terest of several countics. Gen. Fry preten~ 
ded always to be a democrat, and occasional~ 
ly voted for the eandidates of that party. Gen 
Tarney, who was nbout the canal office, as 9 
cort of master of all work, sometimes pre~ 
tended to be a democrat, but never voted for 
or with them. The Principal Engineer, and 
the pet assistant, the creature of Gen. Thorn= 
ton, and the tool of the intriguers about the 
office, E. B. Talcott, with many other subs, 
were all violent whigs. 

‘At anearly.day Talcott pretended also to 
be a democrat, and under that guise and in 
collusion with other pretended democrats 
about the enval office, he contrived to cheat 
Judge Donglnss out of his election to Con- 
gress; by substituting the name of A. J. Dong: 
lass, for that of S, A. Douglass on the poll 
books, the former being then a candidate iu 
that vistrict for the State Legislature. 

‘This was the first overt act of politica! 
management at the canal office, ‘This act ex~ 
cited at the time great indignation among the 
democracy of this Congressional district, but 
wos overlooked fram the cause before stated, 
viz: that the canal by artful management was 
mace to'depend upon a re election of the old 
officers, as without that, the whigs in a body 
Would not sustain the canal. 

In the state election of 1840, emboldened 
by the success of their former mntrigues, the 
canal office undertaok openly to control the 
elections along the entire line of the canal, 
by bringing out canal tickets. Democratic 
contractors were coaxed and threatened into 
the support of these canal tickets, and were 
given to understand that their interests would 
depend upon the success of them. The canal 
officers took the field actively in support of 
their tickets, arranged expresses along the en- 
tire line of the canal, and hoped by the aid 
‘of the whigs, and the sources of corruption 
they possessed, to succeed. But thanks to the 


democracy they failed. 
‘Tho next step was to dcepatch a committee 


of copiractors, under the supervision of Gen'ls, 
Thornton and Fry, ond EB. B. Talcott, as f- 
gleman, to Springfield to control the Legisla~ 
ture. This commutee would have their own 
way or have nothing, they, unfortunately for 
the State, out managed themselves, and stop~ 
ped the canal. By whig aid Gen. Fry wos 
re-elected, From the adjournment of the le~ 
gislature to the present time an incessant cur 
rent of abuse has been kept running against 
the last legislature, not only from the whigs 
but from the Chicago Democrat, the Ottawa 
Free Trader, and the Carrollton Advocate. 
‘The contractors many of them sustained the 
old officers, from interested motiv together 
they played the old game of “tom come tick- 
Je me,” they had obtained high prices from 
these officers for the work they were to per- 
form, and hence the combination to sustain 
each other. The canal office has patronage 
ana the contractors have money. Editorsare 
sometimes necessary, and oreasionally barter 
their principles for a few dollars, The Otta- 
qa Free Trader and the Carrollton Advocate 
have gone over hook and line to Gen. Fry and 
jils associates. ‘The Chicngo Democrat bent 
about the bush, and halts between two opin~ 
ions, occasionally is strong for the democracy, 
but a little stronger for the canal office influ- 
ence and its dollars. 

At the recent election in La Salle the old 
game of “canal ticker” was attempted to be 
played over again, but it failed. The Ottaws 
Free Trader sold itself out to that evil influ 
ence and hos clear gone to whiggery, but for 
sinister purposes does not yet show the whole 
‘of its cloven foot, Mr. Weaver one of the pro- 
prietors of the Ottawa Free Trader, and a 
staunch democrat,refused to continue any con- 
nection with it. He was above a bribe, 

Gen. Fry and Gen. Turney though remote 
from Greene county, their former residence, 
have manoged, ‘hrough the influence of their 
friends there, to wheedle the Advocate into a 
support of themselves ond their projects, The 
Chicogo Democrat has lost so much caste ut 
home as to be unable to secure the city print- 
ing even though the board of Aldermen of 
that city is composed of eight demvcrats and 
only four whigs.

‘Those fleets 
of vessels which have sprung into existence 
in so many of our scaports within the lst 
few years, are now doomed to lay idle and rot 
atthedocks. Free trade and sailors’ rights, 
was cniblazoned on the flag under which we 
fought the Jast bloody war with England, and 
Uhat flog will be unfurled again.

Mn. Eprr on—At this noment, when four 
is so low, and is threatening to go lower, 
so as not to remunerate the farmers, will you 
tell the farmers. one fact connected’ with the 
new whig tariff?

It is, 
in effect, a duty at this moment of thirty cents 
a barrel on the export of flour. And by pre- 
venting the export of a large amount which 
how burdens the market, iL may possibly ef 
fvet the price to the extent of sixty cents.

If you stop imports, you burden 
exports with double freight.

A tariff] 
which prevents the importation of those arti 
cles in wholo of in part, lessens their means 
to buy, and in the same degree diminishes 
the chances of ourfarmers to sell. “Thus ex- 
cluded from foreign markets by wrown leg- 
islation, the produce remains at home to ov- 
erstock the domestic market, and the price 
falls. 

“Good limes returning,” says the advocate 
of the tariff, as one factory and forge after 
anothor is put in operation, 

Good times for whom? Not for the farmer 
or plinter, or mechanic or merchant, oF pro~ 
fessional man; but only forthe owners of fac- 
tories and forges, and other favored classes. 

Well how are’ the times made good for 
them? 

By making every farmer, planter. mechan- 
ic, merchant, professional man, and everybo- 
dy else, pay higher prices for the products 
of the fuctories and forges. 

“ Be it enacted,” says Congress, “that toen- 
able the owners of factories and forges, salt 
worksand sugar plantations, 0 make money 
by their business, every farmer, planter, me- 
chanic, &e , shall pay toenty, thirty, fifty, or 
one jiundrell per cent., asthe case may be, more 
than the fair and market price for their salt, 
sugar, clothing. ond every scrap of iron pur.
